Unpleasant War Bread. 

Reports of illness through eating 
war bread are being received from 
‘all over the country, and the news 
that Lord Rhondda has instituted an 
inquiry into the cause will come as 
a relief to many. The bread is said 
to have given rise to digestive 
troubles and then eruptions in many 
districts. This is said to be due to 
the fact that some bakers are using 
imported flour that contains beans 
and rice—ingredients which are quite 
unfit for bread making. The in- 
clusion of the germ sets free a large 
percentage of fat, which is unsuitable 
for weak digestions. Then, of 
course, regulation flour does not 
possess the keeping properties which 
Wheaten flour does, and this fact 
again gives rise to disorders, The 
grey loaf can never be as palatable 
ag the white one, but it can be made 
a get digestible and nourishing if 
the necessary precautions are taken.

“UNIONISM” 


LOCAL EXPERIENCE DOES NOT 
STRENGIHEN BELIEF IN SIR 
ROBERT BORDEN'S SINCERITY. 


There is little ‘“‘Unionism” about 
the attitude assumed by the Govern- 
ment and by the Covservative Candi- 
date in regard to the election cuntest 
in Lennox and Addington. 

On October 22nd, Mr. Grange ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. Paul suggest- 
ing that National Service be put be-

birth @nd adding the names of the 
overseas soldiers female relatives, are | 
all straight Conservaties und party § 
workers. No Liberal need apply. 
The appointments were made on the 
recommendation of the Conservative 
Candidate. Apparently no heed was 
paid to the Prime Minister’s own 
request that in the appointment of 
enumerators fair representation 
should be given to both parties. Mr. 
Grange made formal protest both here 
and at Ottuwa but to no avail.

Qualities-ov Our Boys Mech 
Admired. 

French corresponcents with the 
British troops have been lavish in 
their praise of the Canadians and 
their fighting at Lens. One of the 
most influential of the French Pro- 
vincial papers is “Le Telegramme,” 
pubtished at Boulogne, and the fol- 
lowing Iteral translation, without 
comment, of an article on August 25, 
speaks for itself. It says: 

“The Canadians at the present 
time completely hold the limelight in 
the theatre of war. It is these picked 
troops that have been given the in- 
comparable, the glorious and diffi- 
cult task of retaking Lens — Lens, 
where each house is a fortress; Lens 
and its slag heaps bristling with ma- 
chine-gun and trenches, which the 
enemy only manage to hold by con- 
tinual reinforcement. 

“This Canadian army, although 
only raised during the war, is cur- 
ious to study for several reasons. Re- 
eruited exclusively by voluntary me- 
thods, it is composed of various ele- 
ments curiously representing the 
world crusade against the abhorred 
Germans, 

“One meets trappers, colonials, 
hunters, men who have lived full 
lives of adventure, and peaceful mer- 
chants of Quebec or Montreal. There 
are battalions that speak only the 
true French of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Some have names like ‘‘Gros 
Rene,” others ‘Oeil de Faucon,”’ and 
all these various elements are assi- 
milated in the great British army, 
respecter of the traditions of others.” 
These trappers, these hunters, these 
woodsmen, trained to stand the limit 
of fatigue by their hard life, are the 
ideal soldiers. They..keep themselves 
in condition, even when they are in 
rest, by their games and _ sports, 
which they practise with fury, but 
with method, Football and baseball, 
which they excel in, make them gren- 
ade-throwers of the finest class. 


\ They can jump in their competitions 


five feet six inches, and when the 
time comes they can do the same in 
combat. They have not abandoned 
their national game of lacrosse, 
where these talents are necessary. 

“There is one part of the Canadian 
army which is made up of foresters, 
who are actually working in Britain 
and France with their own machin- 
ery. They can, it is well known, cut 
down a forest in the twinkling of an 
eye (clin d’oeil). You have to ad- 
mire their marvellous cutting while 
you sigh for our poor trees, saeri- 
ficed in this way for the country’s 
cause. It would take several col- 
umns of this paper to relate the 
splendid deeds of these adventurous 
and heroic men.” 


Unexplored Quebec. 

It is estimated that in the north 
of the province of Quebec there are 
still two hundred and fifty-nine 
thousand square miles of unexplored 
country, making, with the six hun- 
dred and forty-twe thousand square 
miles in Western Canada, a total of 
nine hundred and one thousand 
square miles. In other words, twenty- 
eight per cent. of Canada is still un- 
explored. In the basin of the River 
Mackénzie there are believed to be 
great petroleum wells. Natives state 
that they have seen lakes at the Yu- 
kon, from sixty to seventy miles 
long, that have not been seen by 
white men. The Mackenzie Moun- 
tains no one, not even the Indians, 
knows anything of.

AMOUNT OF SALT IN BUTTER 


On Every Dairy Farm There |Should 
Be Scale That Will Weigh to 
Ounce or Finer. 


While it may be pardonable to esti- 
mate the weight of butter in a churn 
ing, which some are able to do with 
surprising aecuracy, it is never a good 
plan to “guess” at the weight of the 
salt required for churning. On. each 
and every farm where butter is made 
there should be a scale that will weigh 
to ounces or finer and both butter and 
galt carefully weighed before the lat- 
ter is added to the former. 

The amount of salt to add to butter 
varies, first, according to the require- 
ments of the market, and, secondly, ac- 


cording to the method of making but- | 


ter. No butter should contain over 
about 8 per cent of salt. This is above 
the maximum that can be properly 
dissolved in butter. Butter cannot 
contain more than 16 per cent of the 
moisture and inasniuch as water is the 
only dissolving substance in butter it 
can readily be seen that the amount 
of salt that will dissolve in butter is 
limited.
